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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues in page 21 that examiner must 
provide a factual basis to support the obviousness conclusion. In response, examiner would like to refer the applicant to the cited prior art 
Woo, Thomas (US Pub 2002/0023089), attached to final office action dated June 01, 2005. Whereby, Woo discloses (see Abstract) that 
a large number of filters in a packet classification sytem is useful in providing value-added services, such as security, QoS, load 
balancing, and traffic accounting. Therefore, the firewall logic and QoS logic are well known in the art for provisioning and managing 
networks. Applicant further argues in page 22 that examiner is required to explain how and why one having ordinary skill in the art would 
have been led to modify the reference to arrive at the claimed invention. As stated above, firewall and QoS logics are well known in the 
art for network management. Therefore, to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to include firewall and 
QoS logics in the networks to monitor and manage network's efficiency. Applicant further argues in page 22 that Wengrovitz teaches 
away from deploying the claimed 'firewall logic" and "QoS logic" in the IP-PBX 10, as such function would reside in the data router 330a. 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Independent claims 36 and 52 recite a network device, therefore, the logics can be resided in either the 
data router or IP-PBX. 
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
